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District may have to make changes to salvage plans 


SAVINGS and changes may have to be made to the sec¬ 
ond phase of West Dorset District Council’s Charles 
Street redevelopment to salvage the project. 

The news comes after it was revealed that the district 
council has only been offered just over £1 million for its 
Stratton House offices and associated buildings - almost 
£2.5 million less than the minimum figure it hoped to 
achieve. 

Money from the sale of the building was to have been 
used towards its new £16m offices now nearing comple¬ 
tion in Charles Street - and to attract new businesses to 
phase two of the Charles Street development. 

The low offer scuppers the council’s promises of 
achieving the savings it hoped to make and could leave 
the authority with two town centre offices in Dorchester 
- one of them empty. It could also mean the authority hav¬ 
ing to dip into its reserves to make up the £2m-plus short¬ 
fall. 

“Dorchester councillors said all along that there was no 
way that the old council offices were worth £3.5 million 
or anything like it,” said Dorchester councillor Andy Can¬ 
ning.

“The whole financial case that the district council made 
for moving to new offices was based on a false assump¬ 
tion - as we and local protestors said all along. 

“They’ve wasted £16 million on state of the art new 
council offices and now they’re going to have to keep on 
spending money to maintain the old offices or allow them 
to fall into disrepair. 

“The whole thing is an expensive shambles. It’s no won¬ 
der so many local residents feel angry and frustrated.” 

He said one option for Stratton House could be for the 
district council to enter a partnership with a Housing As¬ 
sociation to develop the site with affordable housing: “We 
have a huge housing list in West Dorset with thousands of 
local people in need of a home. 

“I believe that should be one of the options the council 
considers but most important is that they give all the facts 
and all the options to the public and ask for their views.”

■ WHEN did you first discover you had a talent for 
music? 

I grew up in a family who played a lot of great music - 
Bowie, Beatles, Dylan, Fleetwood Mac. My favourite 
hangout was under the table where the vinyl was kept. 
I would spend hours gazing at album sleeves and 
strumming my dad's acoustic guitar with my ear to the 
sound hole listening. Music became a way of life at a 
very young age. I couldn't do anything else. 

■ WHAT were your early influences? 

The Beatles were major. Dylan was played by my dad at 
a very loud volume every day. Bowie's face was hung in 
a frame on the wall -1 thought he was my uncle! I also 
had a fabulous headmaster at infant school who would 
walkaround the school belting out songs. He had us all 
singing pop songs alongside hymns in assembly. 

■ WHAT music do you listen to now? 

My wife Ava plays a lot of new music all day, so she 
soundtracks our days which is great. I tend to fixate on 
an artist for a month or so. Recently its all been about 
the Maccabees and Plan B. 

■ WHAT made you host open mic nights? 

I was asked by Paul Hlndes of No.10 to run one for him 
and it grew from there. I was very lucky to meet a man 
called Hum who runs open mic nights in Exeter. The 
way he supported each and every artist made a great 
impression on me. He built a community and I followed 
his ideals. It seems to have worked. 

■ WHAT is the music scene like here in SW Dorset? 
Does it have its own identity? 

The south west has a very vibrant music scene. There is 
a lot of opportunity. Does it have its own identity? I'm 
not sure how to answer that. Every artist is unique in 
their own way. I love Hush, Peter James Millson, Lucy 
9mm and Anthony Lane. 

■ DOES the music industry today still nurture tal¬ 
ent? 

It depends on what aspect of the industry you are talk¬ 



ing about. There are labels and management compa¬ 
nies who do. I was given time and backed as an artist 
by a management team. I think it's important to know 
why you want to be in the music industry. Is it fame or 
is it expression? If the answer is expression - as it should 
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be - you just need to nurture your own talent and find 
your own voice. Then people will listen. 

■ WHAT qualities do aspiring musicians need 
today? 

My advice would be this. Melody is everything. Listen 
to as much music as possible. Write lots of songs, de¬ 
velop your own voice as an artist. Read a lot. Rehearse 
and perform live a lot. Get organised. Believe in yourself 
but be aware of your weaknesses and have the courage 
and brains to improve. 

■ IS there a musical instrument you wish you'd 
learned? 

I wish to learn the sitar and study flamenco guitar when 
I grow up. 

■ WHO would play you in the biopic movie based 
on your life? 

Robert Downey Junior. That man is one hell of an actor. 
Watch 'A guide to Recognizing Your Saints'. 

■ WHO would you most love to play at your open 
mic, living or dead? 

That is a question. I like performers who perform on the 
edge. I like passion and seeing an artist give everything 
of themselves the good and bad, the dark and light so 
for me it would be Jeff Buckley. 

■ WHAT do you want for Christmas? 

Peace on earth brother. 

■ FAVOURITE album? 

Storm in Heaven by Verve. It is their debut album and 
is the best thing I have ever heard. Stunning. 

■ FAVOURITE album cover? 

Is This It by The Strokes. 

■ IS vinyl dead?

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Police hunt car arsonists

POLICE are looking for 
the arsonists who de¬ 
stroyed one car and dam¬ 
aged two others in a blaze 
in the town. 

Fire crews were called to 
St Michael’s Trading Es¬ 
tate in Bridport to tackle 
the fire which engulfed a 
small hatchback car be¬ 
lieved to be a Volkswagon 
Golf. 

The heat was enough to 
damage cars parked 
nearby. No buildings were 
affected. 

Computer consultant 
Andy Cuff was working in 
offices nearby when he 
heard the destruction in the 
early hours of the morning. 

He said: “I heard a mas¬ 
sive bang and came out¬ 
side to see what was going 
on. 

“The flames coming out 
from the car were as high 


as the roof of the build¬ 
ings. 

“I never thought a car 
could bum like that. The 
stink of burning fuel and 
rubber was incredible.” 

Mr Cuff called the fire 
service who arrived within 
minutes. 

The 59-year-old added: 
“There was no engine in 
the car. It looked like it had 
been removed. You can see 
the car was left at a funny 
angle here. Maybe some¬ 
one towed the car here and 
dumped it.” 

Neil Coombs, manager 
of nearby business Brid¬ 
port Glass and Tile, saw 
the burnt out car when he 
arrived at work. 


He said: “It looked like a 
VW Golf. It was impossi¬ 
ble to see what colour it 
was originally - it was 
fifty shades of burnt when 
I saw it. 

“There were eight to ten 
police there. The bonnet 
was up and the engine had 
been taken out. 

“The angle the car had 
been left at, it looked like 
someone just dropped it 
and torched it. 

“It was lucky really. The 
Audi near it could defi¬ 
nitely have gone up too.” 

In a separate incident, a 
Volkswagen Golf was re¬ 
ported missing on the 
night before the incident. 

The car is believed to 
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have been stolen from 
Princess Road in Bridport 
between 1:30am and 
7:30am on the morning of 


Thursday, September 27th. 

The burning car was re¬ 
ported at 4:10am on the 
same morning. 


At the time of going to 
press the police had not 
confirmed a link between 
the two crimes. 


Library handed 
over to volunteers 


A LOCAL library threatened with closure 
has been handed over to members of 
the community in a bid to safeguard its 
future. 

Burton Bradstock Library was officially 
handed to the parish council and com¬ 
munity group Friends of Burton Brad- 
stock Library (FBBL) by Dorset County 
Council (DCC). 

The move follows extensive consulta¬ 
tions on the future of the county's li¬ 
braries after cuts in funding threatened 
their survival. 

Seven other Dorset libraries - in Char- 
mouth, Chickerell, Colehill, Cofe Castle, 
Puddletown, Stalbridge and Wool - will 
be handed over to community groups 
later this year. 

Portland Underhill library closed in 
April when no volunteers stepped for¬ 
ward to run it. 

The building lease on the Burton Brad- 
stock library is now held by the parish 
council who have sub-leased it to FBBL 
to run the service. 

Volunteers from FBBL already keep the 
library open for two hours a day, six days 
a week. Under the new arrangements 
they will be responsible for operating 
the full service. 


Professor Hynds, Chairman of FBBL 
trustees, said: "We have had from the 
start of the negotiations with Dorset 
County Council in 2007, two aims. 

"One was to save the Burton Bradstock 
library from closure, the second was to 
obtain the library building for commu¬ 
nity use outside of library hours. 

"The fact that we have achieved both 
aims is due to the constant encourage¬ 
ment, engagement and financial sup¬ 
port from the membership of the 
Friends. 

"We have also worked closely with the 
Burton Bradstock Parish Council in deal¬ 
ing with the complicated legal arrange¬ 
ments needed to achieve our aims, and 
we thank them for their support and 
sharing in the project. 

"FBBL now look forward to maintaining 
the Burton Bradstock library service and 
developing the library building as a 
community resource." 

Hilary Cox, Cabinet member for com¬ 
munity services at DCC said: "We are of 
course delighted that all but one of the 
libraries that may have closed will now 
remain open and being run by their local 
community will offer more for their com¬ 
munity."

“This policy of secrecy, 
for which West Dorset has 
been criticised by the audi¬ 
tors, has got to end. 

“Local people are quite 
capable of looking at the 
facts and making up their 
own minds, if only those in 
power would give us those 
facts.” 

John Grantham of Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock, from the 
Public Holds WDDC to 
Account protest group, has 
described the financial 
shortfall as “a catastro¬ 
phe”. 

He said: “The monu¬ 
mental truth is out - 
Charles Street Dorchester 
Phase 2 isn’t viable in any 
form without WDDC 
using even more tax-payer 
funds. 

“They admit they’re now 
looking for an unbeliev¬ 
able extra £2million, effec¬ 
tively it seems just to keep 
the contractors going. 

“But it’ll never just be £2 


million more. WDDC’s 
track record on the project 
is appalling. 

“It’s a catastrophe - ex¬ 
ceedingly painful for all, 
including and especially 
surely those who’ve bull¬ 
dozed this white elephant 
project through to-date.” 

Like Cllrs Chisholm and 
Canning he has called for 
the public to have full, 
proper, detailed informa¬ 
tion, and be able, by voting 
on alternatives, to express 
a view binding on WDDC. 

“There can be no ‘done 
deal’ led by a hand-picked 
executive from just one 
party. It must be done 
democratically - this 
time.” 

The issue is expected to 
be discussed by council¬ 
lors at an executive com¬ 
mittee meeting of the 
district council next Tues¬ 
day, October 9th. 

West Dorset District 
Council Director of Re¬ 
sources, Jason Vaughan 
said: “The marketing of 


the Stratton House campus 
resulted in two bids, nei¬ 
ther of which was consis¬ 
tent with the council’s 
expectations which were 
based on independent pro¬ 
fessional advice on the dis¬ 
posal value of the site. 

“Although the results of 
the initial tender exercise 
are not what we would 
have hoped for, there are 
still a number of options to 
progress the disposal of 
the site which will be pre¬ 
sented to the council’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee next 
week. 

“More details about each 
of these options will be 
needed before any deci¬ 
sions can be made, how¬ 
ever, should the council 
choose to sell Stratton 
House for a lesser sum, or 
indeed retain the site until 
the property market recov¬ 
ers, the project to relocate 
to the new, smaller and 
more efficient offices in 
Charles Street will still de¬ 
liver annual savings.”

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More than 70 join Salway Ash protest 


"DESPERATE" residents, parents and 
schoolchildren took to the streets and 
walked to school to highlight the need 
for a footpath in their village. 

Campaigners claim walking the half- 
mile from Salway Ash to the village 
primary school normally means "dic¬ 
ing with death"as cars pay no heed to 
the 30mph speed limit along that 
stretch of the B3169. 

The protestors - which numbered 
more than 70 - were protected on this 
occasion by high visibility vests and 
escort by slow-moving tractor. 

Mum-of-three Sara Bennet was tired 
of being forced to drive the short dis¬ 
tance to school, so championed a vil¬ 
lage campaign that has been running 
for nearly three decades. 

She said: "There are about 100 kids at 
the school and about 40 live in the vil¬ 
lage. It's about half a mile to the school 
and we all drive cars to get there. It 
causes traffic chaos as well as being an 
environmental issue. 

"Parents are forced to drive because 
walking along the road is just too 
hairy. Police recently checked the av¬ 
erage speed through the village and it 
was 35 to 45 mph. Cars can't see you 
because of the bends and you end up 
diving in the hedge. 

"It's desperate now. Money has been 
put aside for a footpath and if we don't 
get it soon I'm worried the money will 
just evaporate." 

With two sons at the school, Darren 
Stanton took part in the walk with his 
daughter Ava - who is set to enroll in 
September. 

He said: "I walk to school sometimes 
but it means dicing with death." 

Salway Ash Primary School head¬ 


teacher Lisa Crew believed her school 
was missing out on a vital learning re¬ 
source. 

She said: "It's a real shame. If we 
could walk the children to the village 
we would use it as part of their studies. 
But we can't because it's too danger¬ 
ous. It's really sad." 

Parish councillor Bob Huxter has 
been campaigning for the footpath for 
decades. 

He said:"The trouble is the landown¬ 
ers don't want to give up the land to 
create the footpath. Four different 
people own the land between the 
school and the village. I think three are 
against selling." 

But Dorset County Councillor Re¬ 
becca Knox - who also took part in the 
walk - did not believe the problem lay 
with the landowners. 

She said: "Dorset County Council has 
£100,000 set aside for this project and 
it's a matter of seeing what we can do 
with the money. We are hoping to put 
something in which would not neces¬ 
sarily involve the purchase of land. 

"One option is to build a low foot¬ 
path along the side of the road. It 
would give pedestrians priority and be 
marked differently to the rest of the 
road. But it would be low enough to 
allow vehicles to go up on it when 
they need to pass each other. 

"They have similar schemes in other 
parts of Dorset. It's currently with a 
highway engineer who we hope will 
find a scheme that works." 

She added: "It's essential to get a 
footpath here. This walk today will 
show skeptical people that children 
do want to walk to school, now more 
than ever." 



MP OLIVER Letwin 
stunned primary school 
children by stating he 
would rather the law did 
not require people to wear 
seatbelts or motorcycle 
helmets and that children 
should start taking respon¬ 
sibility for their own health 
and safety “at around nine 
or ten years old.” 

Bridport’s St Mary’s Pri¬ 
mary School pupils had in¬ 
vited the West Dorset MP 
into their classroom to call 
for the law to be changed 
to make helmets compul¬ 
sory for children when cy¬ 
cling. 

But far from agreeing 
with their proposal, the 
cabinet minister was dead 
against the idea. 

He told them: “I must tell 
you I’m against legislation 
that would make wearing 
cycle helmets compulsory. 
I think things like that 
should be down to the in¬ 
dividual.” 

To the 10 and 11 year 
olds’ surprise Mr Letwin 
then went much further. 

He went on: “I person¬ 
ally don’t think, for exam¬ 
ple, that wearing seat belts 
in cars or wearing helmets 
on motorbikes should be 
compulsory either. 

“Of course, wearing a 
helmet is not a gross intru¬ 
sion, but it’s yet another 
law. No one thing is just by 
itself, one thing leads on to 
another and you end up 
with laws governing every 
aspect of your life. 

“The police would then 
be forced to spend all their 
time making sure people 
were looking after them¬ 
selves instead of catching 
people who were doing 
bad things to others. 

“I think individuals 
should be given the re¬ 
sponsibility to look after 
their own safety and well¬ 
being and we shouldn’t use 
laws to force them to do 
so. 

“For example, would you 
make a law banning people 
from eating unhealthy 
food? Or making them go 
to the gym every day?” 

The children answered 
that they thought this was

which Mr Letwin replied: 
“You seem to want to ban 
everything. Well, it’s a 
consistent argument and 
I’m sure we would all be 
much safer and healthier. 
But it’s not a country I 
would want to live in.” 

When one pupil pointed 
out they were not suggest¬ 
ing forcing everyone to 
wear a cycle helmet, just 
children, Mr Letwin again 
surprised the class by sug¬ 
gesting even youngsters 
should be responsible for 
their own safety. 

He said: “I want people 
to think for themselves and 
think you should start 
doing that at quite a young 
age. 

“I think people of nine or 


ten years old can make 
these decisions by them¬ 
selves.” 

One outraged schoolboy 
wondered: “Do you care at 
all about children’s lives?” 
which made the cabinet 
member laugh. 

He replied: “Of course I 
care about children’s lives 
but you have to balance 
personal freedom against 
the benefits of lowering 
the risk of injuries. 

“You have to put up with 
a certain amount of risk to 
have a free life.” 

The father of two was 
more receptive to the idea 
of a poster campaign 
warning of the dangers of 
going without a cycle hel¬ 
met. 


He said: “That’s a much 
better idea. Of course we 
should encourage people 
to do these things, educate 
them to look after them¬ 
selves and act safely. I’m 
all for that. 

“It’s just I wouldn’t 
make laws forcing them to 
do it.” 

Organisations such as 
Headway and the Child 
Brain Injury Trust con¬ 
tinue to campaign for a 
change in the law on cycle 
helmets even though the 
Department of Transport 
concluded in 2009 there 
was no evidence helmets 
resulted in a lower risk of 
head injury for cyclists. 

In August this year 
Olympic champion and 


Tour de France winner 
Bradley Wiggins backed a 
change in the law. 

Responding to a direct 
question on the subject he 
said: “I think when there’s 
laws passed for cyclists, 
then you’re protected and 
you can say, well, I’ve 
done everything to be 
safe.” 

The government’s own 
Think! campaign warns 
that in a car crash you are 
twice as likely to die if you 
are not wearing a seatbelt. 

Its sister campaign for 
motorcycle helmet aware¬ 
ness SHARP encourages 
motorbike users to ensure 
the helmet they wear of¬ 
fers the greatest protection 
possible.

Headteacher calls for temporary 
speed limit in Broadwindsor 


A headteacher is calling for measures to 
tackle "dangerous" lorries diverted past 
his school while Beaminster Tunnel re¬ 
mains closed. 

Nigel Arnold of Broadwindsor Primary 
School has joined concerned parents to 
call for a temporary speed limit through 
the village to protect children from 
hauliers trucking past the school gates. 

Broadwindsor has seen a spike in 
heavy vehicles rumbling through the vil¬ 
lage since the A3066 was closed when 
Beaminster Tunnel collapsed in June. 

Mr Arnold said: "Staff have noticed the 
increase in heavy lorries and a couple of 
parents have spoken to me about it. 

"This is a little school and Broadwind¬ 
sor isn't big enough for a long-term di¬ 
version such as the one we've got. 

"It's a real safety concern for parents 
and their children coming to and from 
school. Some of the lorries are quite dan¬ 
gerous. I haven't seen anything like it in 
12 years at the school." 

Mum of two children at the school An¬ 


drea Lowden shares Mr Arnold's con¬ 
cerns. 

She said: "There are too many lorries 
passing through here now. It's danger¬ 
ous and it's noisy." 

Fellow parent Harry Neary also has two 
children attending the school. 

He said: "Because of the diversion there 
are more truck drivers passing through 
now who don't know the area. There's a 
part where you come down the hill and 
it's got a very narrow bit of pavement. 
There's nowhere for kids to go. 

"I walk with my toddler and two kids 
who come to the school and it's quite 
dangerous. 

"I've started going on a different route 
home because of the problem. It's longer 
but at least it's safer." 

A spokesman for Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's highways department said: "We do 
accept requests for temporary speed 
limit reductions. We are happy to discuss 
cases and each one is judged on its own 
merits."

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'No parking'signs go 
up... and down again! 



'NO PARKING' signs in 
West Bay were erected 
and taken down again in¬ 
side 36 hours as West 
Dorset District Council 
(WDDC) performed a 
rapid policy U-turn. 

The signs warning mo¬ 
torbikes not to park - or 
risk a £60 fine - appeared 
one morning on the con¬ 
crete walls at the end of 
the pier, just yards from 
Helmet City - one of the 
area's leading motorbike 
helmet, clothing and ac¬ 
cessories shops. 

Steve Tucker - who 
with business partner 
Graham Dobney owns 
the outlet and next- 
door's Ellipse bistro - saw 
the signs go up. 

He said: "We couldn't 


believe it. The signs said 
'no motorcycle parking - 
fine £60'. It didn't make 
sense. Without motorcy¬ 
clists we don't have a 
business." 

Mr Dobney was equally 
appalled by the WDDC 
move. 

He said: "It was outra¬ 
geous. Motorcyclists con¬ 
tribute a lot to local 
businesses in West Bay. 
Ask anyone. Every Sun¬ 
day there are 200 to 300 
motorcyclists here. It 
means a lot to so many 
businesses. 

"These signs were out¬ 
rageous. They were anti¬ 
motorcycle, anti-tourism, 
anti-business." 

The pair contacted 
WDDC asking why and 


under what authority the 
signs were put up, and 
were pleased with the re¬ 
sponse of the new head 
of parking and traffic, 
Chris Graves. 

Mr Tucker said: "Chris 
had a very positive atti¬ 
tude and was very help¬ 
ful. He came down 
immediately to listen to 
us and look at the signs. 

"Then he talked to the 
harbour master and be¬ 
tween them they de¬ 
cided to reallocate two 
car parking bays just 
about 10 yards away as 
motorcycle parking. It 
suits us just fine and 
we're very happy with 
that." 

Mr Graves explained 
how the mix-up came 
about. 


He said: "The signs were 
put up by my predeces¬ 
sor [outgoing head of 
parking Eugene Barnes]. 

"Eugene responded to 
a number of complaints 
from the public about oil 
spills all over the new 
paved area there. You can 
see there are spills, 
they're not very nice and 
there's no doubt they 
come from motorbikes. 

"But it's regrettable the 
signs went up. It's one of 
those things where if I'd 
known they were going 
up I would have stopped 
it. I'm a big fan of getting 
out there and talking 
with the local community 
and business owners and 
seeing how parking af¬ 
fects everyone before 
taking action. 

"We've found a solution 
and a new place for the 
motorbikes now so I 
think everyone is happy." 

In the meantime, until 
the new bay is ready, mo¬ 
torbike parking has been 
reinstated and the signs 
removed - with a little 
help from Mr Tucker. 

He said:"Mr Graves told 
me the signs would come 
down. I said I would be 
happy to do it myself. He 
said "okay" so I took them 
down. Why not? Saves 
the council a bit of 
money." 

On the subject of coun¬ 
cil money, Mr Graves 
gave assurances the 
episode had not wasted 
funds from WDDC's in¬ 
creasingly squeezed 
budget. 

He said: "I don't think it 
cost us anything to be 
honest. I've got the signs 
right here in front of me. 

"They're good as new 
and I'll find a place for 
them, don't worry about 
that."

The Hillbillies hope the copse planted earlier 
this year to mark the Queen's Jubilee will soon 
be a colourful haven for butterflies and other 
wildlife when the wild flowers come into 
bloom.

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Ex Beaminster vet brings Spartacus to life 


BEN Kane realised it was time for a 
career change when he found him¬ 
self one night in Beaminster smash¬ 
ing his pager against the wall. 

He recalls: "I'd been a vet for 16 
years and had just had this shift 
from hell. Seven or eight calls, all 
through the night. Finally the pager 
went off one more time and I just 
hurled it at the wall. 

"Even then the thing was still 
beeping at me. I vowed there and 
then that I would not be a vet for 
the rest of my life." 

Fourteen years later, Ben is signing 
copies of his sixth novel Spartacus 
Rebellion having carved out a niche 
for himself writing pacey works of 
historical fiction. 

Born in Kenya to Irish parents, Ben 
followed in his father's footsteps 
and became a vet. His career led 
him to Beaminster of which he has 
fond memories in spite of the pager 
incident. 

He remembers: "I used to love 
walking from Netherbury to the Red 
Lion in Beaminster. It was a beautiful 
walk, barely a house in sight. It really 
was like a forgotten world. 

"I remember once when out shop¬ 
ping in the town square I realised I'd 
left my wallet at home. I was ready 
to leave all my shopping and go get 
it but the woman recognised me 
from living and working in the 
neighbourhood and totally trusted 
me to leave and pay her later. 

"I wasn't used to that living in Lon¬ 
don. You'd get that in Ireland sure, 
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but not in London. It's a great feel¬ 
ing." 

Ben now lives near Bristol and has 
no regrets about his change of ca¬ 
reer. 

He admits: "Writing can be ex¬ 
hausting sometimes but it's what I 
love. And tapping into this genre 
has been great for me. 

"I've had an interest in history ever 
since I was a kid. Roman stuff, sure, 
but other periods too. Basically if 
there were guys in the stories with 
swords or guns in their hands, I 
thought it was cool." 

His latest novel charts the further 
rise of Spartacus. It is a story made 
famous by a movie rich on drama, 
but according to Ben, light on facts. 

"The truth is we know very little 
about the man and what he did. In 
total there's only about 4,000 words 
written anywhere about him. That's 
about 10 pages of paperback. 

"I've already written 800 pages on 
his story and there's another book in 
the pipeline. 

"You basically have to piece to¬ 
gether stories based on tiny frag¬ 
ments of information. It's 
frustrating, but liberating at the 
same time."

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West Bay roadworks from November 


ROAD improvement works as 
part of the West Bay Enhance¬ 
ment Scheme are due to start this 
November, with local views incor¬ 
porated into plans. 

Early in 2011 West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (WDDC) and Dorset 
County Council (DCC) quizzed 
residents, businesses and com¬ 
munity groups on how best to 
improve roads and public areas in 
West Bay. 

The planners incorporated 
these views and made the follow¬ 
ing changes to their designs: 

• Changed the roundabout at 
the entrance to West Bay to en¬ 
courage vehicles to enter the car 
park. 

• Improved both the gateway 
feature at the entrance to the 
West Bay Road Car Park and the 
pedestrian route from there into 
the harbour area. The changes 
mean West Bay Road will become 
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narrower but it will be wide 
enough for heavy plant vehicles 
to access the harbour and for the 
delivery of mobile homes to the 
holiday park. 

• Redesigned the pedestrian 
crossing at the junction of George 
Street and West Bay Road to take 
into account concerns about lo¬ 
calised flooding. 

• Changed the priority at the 
junction of Station Road and West 
Bay Road and the area around the 
shops. 

• Made St John's Church more 
pedestrian friendly by widening 
the footpaths on either side of 
the carriageway and replacing ex¬ 
isting tarmac with paving. 

• Retained the short-stay park¬

...and contractors warned of South Street deadline 


CONTRACTORS digging up South Street to 
replace the gas main have been made “acutely 
aware” of the need to remain on schedule. 

Southern Gas Networks (SGN) - who are un¬ 
dertaking the final phase of work to replace the 
gas main - are keen to avoid a repeat of the 
gaffes that caused so much disruption earlier 
this year. 

In August a subcontractor used by SGN resur¬ 
faced South Street so poorly that it had to be 
dug up and redone by the council causing un¬ 
necessary disruption. SGN were billed for the 
extra cost. 

A spokesman for the company said: “To en¬ 
sure the work is done as quickly as possible, we 
have spent a lot of time discussing the project 
with the contractor so that they are acutely 
aware of the need to stay on schedule. 

“In addition to this, our Construction Manager 
will make regular site visits to ensure progress 
is being made.” 

The spokesman also confirmed that the sub¬ 
contractor responsible for the botched road sur¬ 
face would not be used this time around. 

He said: “In terms of the sub-contractor used 
for the road re-surfacing previously, we will not 
be using them this time.” 


The first stage of works - which will disrupt 
the area around the junction of South Street and 
Gundry Lane - is scheduled to be completed by 
October 11th.

THE FIRST day of the Woolbridge 
MotorClub Manor Farm hill climb 
last weekend saw Charmouth 
benefit from a warm and sunny 
autumn day which was ideal for 
the drivers who could drive to the 
limit in the dry conditions .

Dave Sims from Newton Abbot 
mastered the conditions on both 
days in the Ralt RT33/34 single- 
seater racer that he shares with 
his father Roy. 

Four drivers broke below the 28 
second mark in the battle for 
Fastest Time of the Day with Dun¬ 
can Stewart providing the most 
effective opposition in his 1052cc 
Kawasaki powered Force HC com¬ 
pleting the Manor Farm course in 
27.51 seconds. 

The Fitzhead driver's aspirations 
of overall victory were dashed by 


Sims on his final run as he took 
the two litre Ralt to the top in 
27.14 seconds. 

With the Woolbridge Motor 
Club's Eric Moxom Trophy in his 
possession Sims could start to 
consider the possibilities of 
adding the Anniversary Trophy to 
his haul if he could repeat the feat 
the following day. 

The weather forecasters were 
correct and rain was falling before 
the start of the Sunday event and 
further rain during the morning 
practice sessions only added to 
the challenge for the drivers. 

During the first competitive 
runs Mark Mortimer made the 
running in his Mallock Mkl 7B; the 
Mudford driver stopping the 
clocks on 32.84 seconds. 

When the drivers made their 
second visit to the hill it was 
Simon Neve who took the initia¬ 
tive in his turbo-charged Mit¬ 
subishi Evo 6RS making the most 
of four wheel drive to lower the 
benchmark to 32.36. 

However, on his final climb of 
the day in slightly improved con¬ 
ditions, Dave Sims achieved the 
double when he broke 32 sec¬ 
onds, the only driver to do so, 
with an ascent of 31.97 seconds. 

Road-going Series Production 
car exponent Lee Moore was the 
first of the local drivers to have an 


impact upon the results. 

Although his rebuilt Citroen AX 
GT, following an incident at Wis- 
combe Park three weeks ago, was 
not cosmetically perfect, me¬ 
chanically everything was operat¬ 
ing well enough for the 
Axminster driver to re-write the 
record books on Saturday when 
he lowered his own record by 
over half a second to establish a 
new standard of 31.25 seconds. 

The following day Moore was 
unable to match the pace of Mini 
man David Foster and took the 
runner-up slot. 

Having recently successfully de¬ 
fended hisWiscombe Park cham¬ 
pionship title; the first in the 
history of the series to do so; 
Lyme Regis driver Craig Moore 
had his sights on the south-west 
champion's crown. 

Lying in second place before 
the weekend he knew he had to 
get the best from both himself 
and his Ford Cortina Mk2. 

The motor technician was quick 


from the first practice run, stamp¬ 
ing his authority in the over 
1600cc Rally Car category and 
eventually despatching the chal¬ 
lenge of Tim Porter (Ford Escort 
Mk2) with a class winning time of 
29.40 seconds that decimated 
Porter's class record by 44 hun¬ 
dredths of a second.

Having achieved a healthy mar¬ 
gin over his father Graham on the 
first run and taken the lead of the 
class, Geoff was seeking an im¬ 
provement on his second visit to 
the hill but was denied when a re¬ 


currence of gear selection prob¬ 
lems manifested themselves. 

Enough had been done to se¬ 
cure the win but the Westfield 
would play no further part in the 
event. 

The 1400cc-1800cc capacity 
split of the Road-going Specialist 
Production Car category saw Paul 
Sullivan claim a third place in his 
Westfield SEi whilst in the over 
1800cc division Frampton's Stew¬ 
art Green battled hard with his 
Sylva Riot against the Westfields 
of Andy Cawsey and Neal Coles. 

In the dry the Megabusa pow¬ 
ered machine of Coles led the 
way, 14 hundredths of a second 
clear of the two litre Ford Pinto 
propelled car of Cawsey with the 
Green and the 1300cc. Riot in 
third. 

The following day Coles de¬ 
cided not to endure the condi¬ 
tions and withdrew leaving 
Cawsey and Green as the leading 
duo with the Westward Ho pilot 
taking the verdict.

IT soon became apparent that this 
would be a contest between the 
well drilled home back division and 
the Puddletown eight and, as is 
often the case in this circumstance, 
fortunes fluctuated.
